Majesty, by and with the Advice and Content of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preterit Parliament 
affembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That every Perfoii 
keeping any Malthoufe, and making Malt for Sale, and every 
Brewer or’Diftiller making Malt in Ireland, fhall yearly, before 
fuch Perfon Ihall commence making Malt, take out a Licence duly 
ftamped according to Law for to doing from the Commiffioners 
of Excife, or force Perfon or Perfons appointed by fuch Com- 
miffioners for that purpofe, for each and every Ciftern or Kiln in 
each and every Malthoule which fuch Perfon Ihall have or keep, 
which Licence Ihall be in force until the next 

after the Date thereof ; and that every Perfon making Malt for Sale, 
and every Brewer andDiftiller making Malt without haying taken 
out fiieh Licence, or without having a Licence for that purpofe, of 
force, Ihall for every' fuch Offence forfeit the Sum of 
to be recovered and applied as is provided by an Aft, made in the 
prefent Seffion of Parliament, intituled, “ An A £1 for granting to 
“ His Majefty certain Stamp Duties in Ireland 

1 Provided always, and be it Enabled, That Perfons. in .Partner- 
Ihip, carrying on the Bufinels of making Malt, fhall not be obliged 
to take out more than One fuch Licence for the fame Malthoufe, 
Ciftern, or Kiln, and that no Licence Ihall authorize or empower 
13a. A any 
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any Perfon or Perfons to whom the fame (hall be granted to make 
Malt in any other Malthoufe or Place than the Malthoufe or Place 
which fliall be defcribed in fuch Licence. 

And be it further Enaclejd, . That every Perfon requiring any 
fuch Licence fliall, before fuch Licence fliall be granted, make 
out, fign, and deliver, a Return or Account in writing to the 
Collector of the Diftriift in which the Malthoufe of fuch Perfon 
fliall be fltuated, Specifying and defcribing therein the Name and 
Place of Abode of fuch Perfon, and the Place where fuch Malt- 
iioufe is fituated, and alfo the leveral Steeps, Cifterns, Couch 
Frames, Uting Vats, and other Veffels and Utenfils in fuch Malt- 
houfe, and the Kiln or Kilns therein, and the feveral Floors be- 
longing to. fuch Malthpufe, with the number of fquare Feet con- 
tained in each and' every Floor or Kiln in fuch Malthoufe, 
and the number of Cubic .Feet contained in each Ciftern, 
Couch Frame, Uting Vat, or other Veffel or Utenfil for malt- 
ting Corn, and the Quantity of Barley which each fuch Ciftern, 
Couch Frame, Uting Vat, or other Veffel or Utenfil fliall be capable 
•of containing*-, and alfo the feveral Malt and other Stores, and the 
Lofts and Rooms therein, belonging to fuch Perfon ; and every 3 
fuch Perfon fliall caufe to be painted with Oil Colour in black 
upon a white or light-coloured Ground, or in white upon a black 
■or dark Ground, on the Outfide of the Door of every fuch Store 
or other Place wherein Malt fhall be kept or ftored, in legible 
Letters and Figures at leaft three Inches in Length, the Words 
“ Malt 'Store,’’, and the number thereof,, beginning with the 
number One ; and every Colledlor who fliall receive fuch Return 
or Account fliall regifter the fame, without F ee or Reward, in a 
Book to be by him kept for that Purpofe ; and if any Malt, ex- 
ceeding Barrels, fliall be found in any 

.Store, or in any Loft or Room therein, upon the Door of which 
•fuch Letters and Figures as aforefaid fliall not be and remain fo 
■painted and legible as aforefaid, the Perfon or Perfons in whofe 
Store, Loft, or Room the fame fliall be found fliall forfeit the

And be it further Enafted, That if the Dimenfions of any 
Floor in any Malthoufe of which fuch Return or Account fliall 
have been fo made as aforeiaid, fliall exceed by

And be it further Enafted.That no Licence fhall be granted to 
any Perfou or Perfons for making of Malt, unlefs the Perfon or Per- 
fons requiring the fame fhall, with Two lufficient Sureties, have en- 
tered into a Bond with His Majefty, His Heirs and Succeffors, in a 
Penalty of ' for everyone hundred Feet 

fquare contained in the working and drying Floor or Floors in each 
and every Malthoufe to be kept by fuch Perfon or Perfons, con- 
ditioned that fuch Perfon or Perfons fhall duly pay all Duties for 
all fuch quantities of Malt as fuch Perfon or Perfons fhall make in 
his, her, or their refpedtive Malthoufes; and alfo for all fuch quan- 
tities of Malt as by Law fuch Perfon or Perfons is or are or fhall be 7 
chargeable with during the time filch Licence fhall be of force. 

And be it further Enafifed, That this Adi, and all Regulations 
therein contained, fhall extend and be conftrued to extend to any 
Perfon under the Age of Twenty-one Years, in whofe Name or 
for whofe Ufe or. Benefit any Malthoufe fhall be managed or 
carried on, and fuch Perfon fhall be liable to all Duties of Excife 
on Account of fuch Malthoufe, and to all Penalties and For- 
feitures under this Adi, as fully to all Intents and Purpofes as if 
fuch Perfons were adult and of full Age.

And be it further Enabled, That if any Officer of Excife in officers tafc- 
Ireland ffiall, direblly or indireblly, afk, take, or. receive any Bribe, in g Bribes 
Gratuity, Recompence, or Reward, for theNeglebl orNon-perform- g ^j t a y re 0 f 
ance of his Duty under this Act, every fuch Officer fo offending Mifde- 
ffiall be deemed, and taken to. be guilty of and fuch meanors - 

Officer ffiall and may be indibted for fuch Offence either at the 
Affizes or Quarter Seffions, held in the County in which fuch 
Offence ffiall be committed, and in cafe any Indiblment ffiall be 
found at fuch Affizes or Quarter Seffions againfl fuch Officer, he 
ffiall plead thereto, without havingTime totraverfe the fame; and it.
